Ambulance Group Recommends 
Private, Non-Profit Service 


The best available and most economical 
emergency medical service for residents and 
visitors of Crawford County should come from @ 
private-nonprofit directorship corporation, 
Howard Taylor, chairman of the Ambulance Ad- 
visory Committee, told the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners at their October 26 
meeting. Taylor said in his committee’s opinion 
the new corporation should utilize existing 
publicly owned and supported equipment, 
facilities, and personnel whenever possible. 

“The advisory committee arrived at this con- 
clusion after many hours of meetings, inter- 
views, survey work and evaluation,’’ said 
Taylor. 

To achieve the nonprofit corporation, Taylor 
said some sort of guaranteed revenue in the form 
of an on-going contribution from the various 
units of government served should be 
established. The committee suggested that this 
contribution be based on either the county’s 
State Equalized Valuation or on a per capita 
basis and that a predetermined percentage of 
this revenue be piaced into a sinking fund, not 
available to general fund operational expen- 
ditures, to be used for the purchase of vehicles 
and equipnient to replace or expand present in- 
ventory. 

Taylor said initially, five people should be ap- 
pointed to organize the private-nonprofit cor- 
poration and then serve in the capacity of cor- 
porate sponsors. He suggested that the five 
people represent Crawford County (someone ap- 
pointed by the commissioners but not a com- 
missioner), Mercy Hospital, Crawford County 
businesses, Crawford County industry and 
someone from participating townships and the 
City of Grayling. 

‘Only the very best business minds available 
in the county should be considered for this 
board,"’ said Taylor, ‘‘It cannot be a popularity 
contest.”’ 

Following incorporation, the size of the Board 
of Directors can be increased to an equitable 
representative number as stipulated by the cor- 
poration’s by-laws. 

‘‘No ambulance service can survive in nor- 
thern Michigan without some type of subsidy,’ 
he said. ‘‘It has never been a profit making ven- 
ture and it never will be," 

Of the 16 ambulance companies surveyed by 
the committee, one was a private company, two 
were private-nonprofit corporations and the 
remainder were publicly supported companies. 


For this reason, the committee recommended 


that all Crawford County emergency medical 


responses, including transfers, should be per- 
formed by the private-nonprofit ambulance ser- 
vice. 

‘The committee ‘also recommended that a 
program of education and advancement be 
established in order to bring the emergency per- 
sonnel up to Advanced Life Support as soon as 
possible. 

Taylor said of the 16 companies surveyed, 12 
receive some form of millage or subsidy ranging 
from $7,000 to $105,000. In-kind contributions 
were not taken into account. In addition to these 
subsidies, some companies aiso receive grant 
monies.

Grayling Twp. 
To Charge $15 
Compactor Fees 


Grayling Township will begin an ‘‘annual 
charge”’ for compactor decals for 1880 to help off- 
set inflationary operating costs. 

Operating costs for the compactor have in- 
creased from $7,858 in 1977 to more than $22,000 
for last year. The bulk of this was due to in- 
creased tipping fees at the county landfill, ac- 
cording to township supervisor, Arnold Stancil. 

The cost of the new 1880 decal will be $15 per 
year. For a family to dispose of three bags of 
garbage per week would amount to 9 cents per 
bag. 

‘Without the decal’’ Stancil stated, ‘‘the cost 
per bag would be 75 cents, which would amount 
to about $117 per year,’ The 76 cents is the same 
as the Crawford-Ostego Landfill is charging. 
However, the landfill is located same distance 
away from most of Grayling Township's residen- 
ts and would require a longer drive. 

The anticipated revenues will not completely 
off-set the costs of operation but the township 
board feels it will certainly be of aid in main- 
taining the fine facility. 

‘‘Waste disposal is just one of today’s most 
perplexing problems,'’ Stancil stated, ‘‘just pick 
up any newspaper and the future problems 
facing our community and our state are readily 
apparent.’' 

The decals for 1990 are already available 
during office hours at the township hall located 
at 6539 M-72 West (across from the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church) and can be bought by mail by sen- 
ding a check or more order for $15 to Grayling 
Township, P.O. Box 521, Grayling, Mi 49738. 
Please do not include this fee in your December 
tax payment unless it is a separate check. : 

In addition, for your convenience, township 
personne) will be in the offices on the following 
dates and times: Saturday, December 30, 1989 
(8:00-1:00); Sunday, December 31, 1989 (12:00 - 
6:00); Wednesday, January 3, 1990 (4:00 - 8:00), 
and Saturday, January 6, 1990 (8:00-1:00). 

The above hours coincide with the normal] 
transfer station hours due to the fact that annual 
decals will not be available from the transfer 
station in order to avoid traffic congestion and 


delays. 


School Finance Proposals A & B 
Face State Voters November 1% 


Crawford County residents will vote on two 
state school finance proposals on Tuesday, Nov. 
7, Polling booths will be open 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at 
the Grayling City Hall, Grayling Township’s new 
offices along M-72 West, Frederic Township 
Hall, Lovells Township Hall, Beaver Creek 
Township Hall, and South Branch Township 
Hall. 

Here is the ballot language for proposals A and 
B: 


Proposal A 

A proposal to increase the sales/use tax from 4 cents 
to 4% cents per dollar and constitutionally dedicate 
funds for local schools, 

The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

1. Constitutlonally dedicate to schools: a. 1% cent in- 
crease in sales/use tax; b. current statutory revenue 
sources, Including lottery profits and some cigaret- 
tefiquor taxes: oc. Inerense share of existing 
gales/use tax (41% to 680) to substantially replace an- 
nual school appropriation, 

2, Distribute dedicated funds to school districts as 
provided by law. 

4, Activate increased statutory penalty lo deny 100'% 
of state funds to schools not adapting core curriculum

Should this proposal be adopted? 


Proposal B 
A proposal to Increase the sales/use tax from 4 cents 
to 6 cents per dollar, reduce property taxes, get per: 
manent school operating millages nol subject to voter 
renewal and constituttonally dedicate funds for local 
schools. 


The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

1. Constitutionally dedicate to schools: a. 2 cent in- 
crease in sales/use tax; b. Current statutory revenue 
sources, including lottery profits and some cigaret- 
te/liquor taxes; c. Increased share of existing 
sales/use tax (§1¢; to 75°, ) to substantially replace an- 
hual school appropriation. 

2. Reduce property taxes in most schoo! districts. 
Replace school taxes with permanent statewide 
millage (8 mills on residenttal/farm; 14 mills on 
businesses) plus non-voted local millage not subject to 
voter rollback. Limit voter-approved increases te 4 
mils.

The Crawford AuSable School District Board 
of Education and the Crawford AuSable 
Federation of Teachers nave both endorsed 
proposal B on the November 7th ballot. 
Crawford AuSable Superintendent, Kent 
Reynolds, said the school board is not urging 
people to vote against proposal A, but they're 
saying proposal B is better. 


Reynolds said proposal B would give Crawford 
AuSable more money than proposal A, it would 
end the operational millage renewal elections, 
and give a 40 percent property tax break to local 
residents.

You Can Help Local Victims 


(In the last of the three-part series, River 
House Shelter will discuss how interested 
individuals, church groups, and community 
organizations can be of assistance to the 
program.) 


River House Shelter is a non-profit agency, 
sponsored by Mercy Hospital-Grayling and the 
Department of Social Services. The shelter 


provides services to domestic violence victims 


and their dependant children living in Crawford, 
Oscoda, Ogemaw, and Roscommon Counties. 

While the program is funded through state and 
federal grants, and United Way funds (in 
Crawford and Ogemaw Counties), they are also 
dependant upon private and public contributions 
in order to meet the local match-fund 
requirements of our state grant. For every 
dollar provided by the Domestic Violence Board, 
a division of Department of Social Services, they 
must earn sixty cents locally. 

There are many ways to assist the River House 
program, such as volunteering time or by 
making tax deductible contributions of cash, 
household goods, clothing, food, or toys. The 
following are examples of how individuals and 
groups have assisted the shelter. 


VOLUNTEERING: During the past fiscal 
year, volunteers in the four county area donated 
volunteer time worth $25,000 to the River House 
Program. Volunteers provided emotional sup- 
port and assisted clients and their children in 
shelter and at support group meetings. They 
also worked in the office and shelter as assistan- 
ts, transported clients, delivered and sorted 
donations, helped with fund raisers, and worked 
as outreach assistants in their own communities. 

They currently have a need for volunteers to 
assist with the children’s program and the night 
shift in shelter. Training is provided and 
schedules are designed to meet the shelter’s 
need as well as to accomodate the volunteer's 
schedule. 


CLIENT NEEDS: Families who come to shelter 
often leave home with only the clothing they are 
wearing. Some women are never able to return 
home to collect personal belongings or household 
goods. While in shelter, women and children 
need jeans, tee-shirts, sweatshirts, night clothes, 
and underwear. With winter approaching, we 
will be needing children's jackets, boots, mit- 
tens, and hats, as well as winter coats or jackets 
for women. Women who are moving to a new 
home will need furniture, cookware, dishes, and 
linens. 

Through past contributions, we have helped 
many families replace items such as beds, sofas, 
chairs, kitchen tables, and lamps. One of our 
greatest needs is for donated storage space, 
(such as a garage, barn or mini-storage) for 
donated furniture and appHances. If you have 
clothing or household items you would like to 
donate, or can donate storage space, please call 
River House at 348-3169 to make arrangements. 


SHELTER NEEDS: River House Shelter can 
provide housing for sixteen women and children. 
While the purchase of items such as food, paper 
products, and personal needs is funded through 
grant money, our supply is rapidly depleted, and 
contributions of these items are always 
welcome. Examples of special donations we 
have received are canned goods from a local 
weight loss group equal to the amount of weight 
each member lost during the year and items 
such as paper towels and diapers for shelter use 
from a paper shower sponsored by a women's 
association. Other donations include a 
television, an air conditioner, and baby furniture 
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for the shelter home, and an_ electronic 


typewriter for the office. 


FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE: Thanks to the 
financial generosity of individuals and groups, 
we have been able to purchase a security system 
for the shelter, build an outdoor play area for the 
children, and purchase play and educational 
equipment for the children’s program. While our 
buildings are donated and maintained by Mercy 
Hospital most major renovations are the respon- 
sibility of River House. ‘ 

We have requested funds to purchase & new 
kitchen floor covering and have requested 
assistance with starting an ‘‘adopt-a-room”’ 
program for the shelter. This is a program in 
which an individual or group adopts a room in 
the shelter and becomes responsible _ for 
providing the needed items for that room. If you, 
your business, church group, or _ civic 
organization are interested in assisting with 
shelter or office renovation, please call the River 
House Outreach Coordinator at 348-3169. 


COMMUNITY OUTREACH: The shelter 
program provides services to Crawford, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, and Roscommon Counties, an 
area of 2500 square miles. In order to provide in- 
formation about domestic violence and the 
shelter programs in this large, rural area, we 
need assistance from volunteers within their own 
communities.

Those 25 cent donations could add 
up to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in aid. 

But I wonder what rules are they 
breaking? That corporations 
shouldn't give back some of the 
money they take from people? And 
how much money did all those TV 
advertising spots cost? Prime- 


time during the Wortd Series? You 
have to wonder if they spent more 
money telling people about their 
donation than they're actually 
going to give to the disaster relief 
fund. 


GETTING TOGETHER with * 
folks middle-aged and beyond in 
the last couple of weeks invariably 
invokes a discussion of the conduct 
exhibited by young people these 
days.

crowds and demon:

But a lot of things are different 
today. The ‘‘parties’’ turn riotous.

IN THE FIRST PLACE, there 
are a lot more people concentrated 
on campuses today than ever 
before. After Worid War II, MSU, 
for example, burgeoned to 15,000 
students; today, it’s about three 
times that size. 

About 20 years ago, Centra! and 
Western were bucolic in size com- 
pared with today’s enrollments, 
and U of M is gargantuan. Size 
does indeed make a difference; 
more students concentrated in a 
single area means that today’s par- 
ty of 8,000 would compare with 
yesterday's beer bust of a few hun- 
dred. That makes a big difference. 

Alcohol seems more easily ob- 
tained today, and more socially ac- 
ceptable as well. Advertising -- 
especially through _ television, 
which is another story by itself -- 
has not only mace drinking 
fashionable but almost required, 
unless a teenager is going to be a 
social outcast. Drinking plays a 
large part in all these happenings. 

* * * 


THE BIGGEST difference with 
the past, however, is the violence 
which accompanies today's par- 


’ tiles. The violence also is the most 


reprehensible part of what’s hap- 
pening today. 

It should be unthinkable for par- 
tiers -- no matter how drunk nor 
how emotionally pitched -- to take 
property of others and destroy it. 
To burn automobiles, or to pitch 
furniture on a bonfire -- is not only 
stupid because it’s dangerous, but 
it also is a hateful thing to do. 

Again, it seems to me, television 
has played a roile. Today’s young 
adults have grown up with TV, and 
therefore have been exposed to 
violence from the cradle on up. 
Violence not only leaps at the 
viewer from the programs and the 
movies, but also from the news 
reports, which now are vivid and 
timely and in living color, This is a 
violent world. Today’s kids know 
violence. They also know rioting -- 
again from televised news.

WHAT CAN be done about it? 
Certainly, we should not stand for 
any disregard of other’s rights and 
property. Neither should the 
revelers themselves. 

But young people are going to 
party. College students have done 
so forever, and will continue to do 
so, And huge student bodies will 
produce huge parler: It is 
inevitable. 

As middle agers, we will have to 
learn to accept the ways of youth. 
One redeeming grace is_ the 
knowledge that they will outgrow 
them.

In John 18:12, human 
power is on trial as 
finite men bind om- 
nipotent God. ‘Then 
the band and the cap- 
tain and officers of the 
Jews took Jesus, and 
bound him.” The 
“captain and officers’’ 
represent the Roman 
government, and the 
“officers of the Jews”’ 
represented the 
religious leaders of 
israei. This binding of 
Jesus was voluntary on 
His part as He fulfilled 
the Old Testament 
types of Isaac in 
Genesis 22:9, and 
Joseph in Genesis 40:3. 
The sacrifice for our 
sins was to be bound. 
(Psalms 118:27). Even

day would have been 
spared such __ treat- 
ment, (Acts 22:25, 26), 
but, the creator of the 
universe is here bound 
by His creatures.
